Washington, December 18.—(#)— 
Acting on testimony that American 
naval strength is dropping behind that 
of other nations, Chairman Butler, 
of the house naval committee, today 
introduced a bill to authorize an ap- 
propriation of $105,000,000 for the 
construction of 10 110,000-ton light 
cruisers, 

Drafted hurriedly after the chair- 
man and four committee members, 
two of them democrats, had conferred 
at the white house on naval matters, 
for nearly ar hour last night, the 
bill was introduced after Mr. Butler 
had reported the proposed expenditure 
as being in harmony with the presi- 
dent's national defense program. 


% Cruisers Not Mentioned. 
The committee chairman, however. 


made no reference in the measure to 
the three light cruisers authorized 
by congress last winter for which the 
budget bureau failed te recommend 
an appropriation to start econstruc- 
tion. 

It was this situation that souindiial 
an immediate inquiry into naval con- 
ditions by the committee. After sey- 
eral days of hearings it drafted a con- 
fidential Jette: to the president on 
the state of the navy which bas not 
been made public. 

The act providing for three cruisers 
expires this year. 
be provided by that time it would be} 
necessary fur congress to extend the 
law authorizing their construction. 

Representative Britten, Illinois, 
ranking republican on the committee, 
asserted that he had not been present 
at the white bouse conference but 
thought that the administration would 
make a mistake if it sanctioned an 
authorization for 10 new cruisers and 
failed to provide funds for three al- 
ready authorized. 4 

“Big Bluff” Charged. 

“If it doesn’t appropriate for those 
three cruisers now authorized,” Brit- 
ten sail, “the authorization for 10 
additional ones would appear to the 
world as a big bluff.” 

Butler, after introducing his bill, 
asserted tliat he was convinced that 
other countries were “violating the 
spirit’ of the Washington arms con- 
ference treaty and that the commit- 
tee was a unit in the decision that 
American naval power must be main- 
tained at a strength in keeping with 
the dignity of the nation, 


The bill, referred to the naval com- 
mittee, would limit the cost to $10,- 
500,000 for each cruiser, exclusive of 
armor and armament, aud would pro- 
vide that the cruisers have the “high- 
est practicable speed and the great-

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CLIFTON PARDON 
DRAWS CRITICISM 
FROM OFFICIALS 


Governor Walker’s Par- 
don of Lee County Sena- 
tor Criticised by Trial 
Judge and Solicitor. 


Americus, Ga., December 18.—(4)— 
Criticism of Governor Walker for the 
recent pardoning of former State Sen- 
ator J. D. Clifton, of Lee county, and 
the executive’s purported statement 
that prosecution of the case was 
“practically entirely political,” was 
voiced today by the presiding judge 
at the trial, the county solicitor-gen- 
eral and a prominent lawyer who as- 
sisted him in the prosecution. 

Judge Z. A. Littlejohn, dean of 
superior court judges of (Georgia; 
Solicitor-General Jules Felton and 
Colonel FE. L. Forrester, prominent 
lawyer who aided in the prosecution, 
all denied the: the prosecution of the 
cage was based on political motives, 
in statements today to the Times-Re- 
corder. 


Clifton was convicted at the No 
vember, 1925, term of Sumter county 
superior court of embezzlement of 
$4,008.09 belonging to John J. Curry, 
an insane war veteran for whom he 
acted as guardian. While the case 
was before the state court of appeals, 
which later affirmed the conviction, 
Cliften served through the last extra 
session of the legislature. He began 
a prison term of three years last 
July 26 and was pardoned December 


vu. 
Judge Littlejohn’s statement said: 
“I do not believe in the judiciary 

engaging in a controversy except in 
rare cases, In this case there was no 
political prosecution as charged by 
Governor Walker. Clifton admitted 
using the money and that was all 
there was to the case. If the gov- 
vrnor was sincere in his belief that 
there was political prosecution he 
should have given Solicitor Felton or 
Colonel Forrester some notice of his 
intention to pardon so that they could 
have been heard.” 

Solicitor Felton termed the gover- 
nor's action “surprising,” adding that 
“guilt was evident and the Sumter 
county jury was out only five min- 
ute: 

Colonel Forerster attacked the gov- 
ernor's alleged statement as “an in- 
dictment of impure purposes against 
18 grand jurymen in Lee county and 
12 jurymen in Sumter county and re- 
flects upon the integrity of the su- 
perior and appellate courts of the 
state.

Paris, December 18.—The_ recent 


marriage of Jean Nash, the best 
dressed woman in the world, and the 
fabulously rich 54-year-old Paul Du- 
bonett, who with his three brothers, 
is carrying on the family's enormous 
aperitif business, threatens to produce 
a duel between Paul and his older 
brother, Andre. 

The brothers a couple ef days ago 
had a fist fight in the Bois Du Bon- 
logne, when Andre tried to wreck 
Paul's and Jean's limousine by drivy- 
ing his racing car diagnolly in front 
of them, forcing their machine into 
the ditch. 

Paul gave his brother two black 
eyes, a split lip and a bloody ‘nose, 
so Andre dethands that. he. appease} 


‘his honor with swords or pistols, 


Paul refuses an encounter endanger- 
ing his brother's life, so Andre hired 
gangsters to beat up Paul. 

As a result, Paul has engaged Blink 
McCluskey, former middleweight prize 
fighter, who accempanies him every- 
where, and Paul carries a revolver 
and blackjack, and has presented his 
bride, Jean, with a handsome jewel 


inlaid automatic pistol as a Christmas 


present. 

The troible arose because instead 
of making a contract with this bride 
allocating her a certain portion of the 
Dubonett estate, in accordance with 
the French custom, Paul married Jean 
with a community - interest clause, 
which provides that half of what he 
has is hers:and half of hers is his. 

This gives Jean a 50-50 interest 
in Paul's quarter part of the enormous 
Dubonett cocktail business—and Paul 
technically is entitled to an even 
split of Jean’s 26 bracelets, enormous 
square sapphire, huge octagonal dia- 
mond, nine feet of pear necklaces, 
and other property. 

“My ‘husband's brothers’ wives in- 
sisted that they were entitled to half 
interests in the estate the same as Paul 
provided for me and that started the 
trouble,” said Jean.

COAST GUARD SHIP 
BURNS AND SINKS, 
SIX OF GREW DEAD 


Two Aboard Supply Boat 
Rescued From Water by 
British Vessel; Hope 
Gone for Others. 


Washington, December  18.—Six 
coast guardsmen lost their lives when 
the supply ship Lincoln burned and 
went to the bottom of the Atlantic 
off the North Carolina coast. 

The tragedy of the sea was report- 
ed here by the British steamer De- 
fender, 
burning vessel and saved two members 
of the crew, Gordon J. Schulize, ma- 
chinist’s mate, of Chicago, and How- 
ard Carter, of Pasadena, Md., second- 
class seaman. 

Passing coast guard and 
steamers have been asked to search for 
the bodies of the six who were lost. 
The coast guard cutter Modoc, near- 
est the scene of the disaster, will take 
up the search at once, officials here 
said. 

The Lincoln was a 62-foot schooner. 
It carried oil to coast guard stations, 
How the fire started was not known, 
but the vessel was in stormy waters. 

On Way to Texas. 

The two men who were picked up 
hy the Defender will be taken to Gal- 
| veston, Texas, where the ship is due 
| to arrive Christmas Eye, unless ar- 
lrangements are made by the coast 
guard to have them transferred be- 
fore the Defender reaches its destina- 
tion. 

The radio message from the D»- 
fender said the Lincoln was afire sev- 
eral miles southwest of Cape Look- 
out lightship; a perilous section of 
the coast which is patrolled every 

er by. sereral coast gnard yessels. 
u a and Carter were thé only 
quevieate the message said. Wheth- 
fer the six others were burned to death 
or drowned was not stated, but as 
the two survivors were picked up 
from the water, it was assumed that 
all took te boats which eapsized in 
the heavy seas, ,

sank,” the report said.

After discussing the cotton situation | 


with President Coolidge at the white 
house today, Senator Smith, democrat, 
South Carolina, introduced a bill to 
authorize the director of the census to 
include in his reports a census of the 
cotton “carry-over. 

The president was reported as be- 
ing sympathetic with the cotton farm- 
ers of the south and in favor of any 
reasonable measure to asist them, de- 
claring that the “carry-over” was an 
important factor fa fixing the price 
of cotton, Senator Smith said his bill 
would place the report of the “carry- 
over’ on actual facts instead of on. 
estimates. 

Under the bill the census director 
would be required to report not later 
than September 1 on the “carry-over” 
of August 1 “based upon an accurate 
and exhaustive census, takea under the 
direction of the director of the census 
between June 1 and August 1.” 

The bill would require every own- 
er, official or agent of cotton ware- 
houses, ginnery or other place where 
such cotton is stored to permit an 
examination of the cotton at the re- 
quest of the census director. A pen- 
alty for refusal was fixed at a fine 
of not less than $300 or more than

John A. White, chairman of the 
parks committee of city council, Sat- 
umlay completed his annual report of 
the department for 1926, and. will sub- 
mit a tentative outline Monday, of 
next year’s needs to city council. He 
will not ask action because the park 
budget. must be included in the 1927 
finance sheet budget. 

An appropriation of $262,000, the 
amount allocated for park purposes 
this year will be songht next year, 
the report indicated. 

“With an appropriation amounting 
to $262,000 the largest of any one 
calendar year in the history of the 
park system, our parks have madd 
great progress this year,” Mr. White 
said. “Additional land has been pur- 
chased, permanent improvements mede 
and every phase of the system placed 
on a higher standard of efficiency. 

“With receipts from swimming, 
golf, tennis and cyclorama, amounting 
to $59,643.30 all recerds have been 
shattered for 1928, the amount being 
$5,000 larger than any previous year.

Georgia {is one ‘of divah southern 
states described as having made not- 
able progress during the past few 
years in the development of the ice 
gream and dairy industries in an ar- 
ticle on the ice cream industry of the 
south appearing in the current issue 
of The Manufacturers Record. It is 


written by John M. Gibson, associate 
editor of Ice Cream Field, Atlanta 
publication. 

The article points out that the total 
production of ice cream in Georgia 
during 1925, the last year for which 
official statistics are available, 
amounted to ep ta gallons, or an 
average of .83 gallon for each of the 
state’s residents, as compared with 
1,767,000 gallons for 1924, when the 
ad capita consumption was .58 gal- 
on 

“The south,” the article points out, 
“with approximately 31 per cent of 
the total population of the United 
States, produces only about 15 per 
cent of the country’s ice cream,” the 
article declares. “The average per 
capita consumption for the south as a 
whole is only 1.4 gallon a year, which 
is exactly one-half that for the United 
States as a whole, amounting to 2.8 
gallons. The south has many impor- 
tant advantages over the rest of the 
country aS an ice eream section, and 
those who have watched the rapid de- 
velopment of other industries during 
recent years predict that its progress 
as an ice cream and dairy section in 
the past will seem trivial a few years 


' hence.” 


Although the south has not kept 
pace with other sections it is pointed 
out by the writer that considerably 
greater progress is to be looked for in 
future, 

“Eight of the 49 states failed to 
show an increase in ice cream produc- 
tion last year over the year before,” 
Mr. Gibson continued “Of these 
seven were in the north. Louisiana, 
was the only southern state in the 
list, a long period of unsensonable 
weather causing a falling off in_con- 
sumption during what is normally a 
busy season. The south’s production 
of ice cream last year amounted to 
15.30 per cent of the country’s total 
production, as compared with 14.46 
per cent in 1924 

Much of th saan for the progress 
already made was attributed to the 
work of the Southern Association of 
Ice Cream Manufacturers, of which 
J. D. Kinnett, of Macon, was presi- 
dent during the past year.

Using Bricks Necessary.

“The oil must be atomized” means 
that the oil must he broken up me- 
chanically into infinitely small par- 
ticles. Fach particle is, however, 
liquid oil. No attempt should be 
made to gasify the oil, because a resi- 
due of earbon and non-combusirble 
will reeult. Any attempts to use hot 
plates, pots, or small combustion 
chambers of any kind will prove dis- 
astrous.

TRADE MONOPOLY 
BY EMIR OF YEMEN

London, December 18.—Premier 
Mussolini has stolen a march on Sir 
Austen Chamberlain which doa gt 
increase his popularity in England in 
securing a treaty with the Emir of 
Yemen, which makes the territory 
virtually an Italian protectorate and 
gives Italy a trade monopoly. All 
Arabia, especially on the coast of the 
Red sea, has long been considered by 
Great Britain as a special trade pre- 
serve and Yemen is especially rich in 
coffee of the highest quality, dates 
and spices. 

These goods are exported through 


the British port of Aden, in British 
ships. Now they are all to be ex- 
ported from the Italian port of Masso- 
wa, on the opposite side of the Red 
sea, under the Italian flag in return 
for arms and airplanes to fight his 
neighbor, the Emir of Assir, who has 
been the particular protege of the 
British. The foreign office knew noth- 
ing of what was going on until Italy 
informed it that the treaty had been 
concluded and asked for an expression 
of opinion.

Paris, December 18.—The plight of 
deserters from the American armyr

Gustavson, who escaped from Fort 
Snelling guardhouse, near Minneapolis, 
after a six months” sentence, succeeded 
in evading the authorities and making 
his way abroad, where he was reduced 
to beggary following several months of 
unsuccessful search for work. 

Acting Consul General George Orr, 
however, informed Gustavson that the 
consniate was unable to interest itself | 
in the case, since the war department 
ruling states: 

“Since the war department has no 
jurisdiction over deserters in a foreign 
land, it is not the policy to seek them 
out nor receive their surrender or fur- 
nish them with transportation or re- 
lief.” 

Consular officers say deserters fre- 
quently seek to surrender in various 
European countries, but invariably 
are turned away’ and told to shift for 
themselves.

“This princinle was long rec- 
ognized in t:.. government of political 
parties in this country but in the 12- 
action against political corruption and 
inefficiency we have passed  ovrimary 
laws which have done away with rep- 
resentative. government of political 
parties. 

Regularity of Voters. 

“The rapid expansion of state and 
nuniciv-al business and patronage, 
coupled with the indifference of quali- 
fied voters, half of whom do not go 
io the polls at the general election, 
and many less to the primaries, ofteu 
results in the nomination of candi- 
dates selected and controlled by those 
having a business interest in the con- 
tinuance of an existing administration. 
Their election afterward because of 
the habit of party regularity on the 
part of the impartial voter, mesns 
the rule of an oligarchy and the loss 
of free and clean government. 

“Under the old convention systen 
suvh a condition would encourage the 
drafting 4nd nomination of clean can- 
didates by the opposition party in 
order to gaim an advantage from a 
clear issue at the polls between clean 
and unclean government. Under the 
primary system, however, the oppovi- 
tion can not draft its strongest meu 
as eandidates to emphasize the issue, 
The opposition party is as likely to 
choose unknown or incompetent men 
as condidates as if the chance did 
not exist to make good government 
an issue by proper nominations, 

Blames Primary System, 

“The primary system is responsible 
for an enormous and improper use of 
money in contests under it and is 
steadily tending to debauch our elec- 
torate. Since it lessens the oppor- 
tunity of minority parties properly to 
make an issue of corruption before 
the public it largely insures immunity 
to vote buyers from political or legal 
consequences with resultant increase 
in their activity. 

“So immense are the sums which 
must be spent to advertise himself to

Asked by newspapermen how he 
would account for himself at the time 
of the murder shortly after midnight 
last July 16, McDermott smiled and 
replied: “I won't have to tell that.

Groundwork for the alibis was laid 
today principally by Mrs. Ben Rud- 
ner and by Eddie Rudner, Ben's 
younger brother. Eddie Ruduer said 
it was he and not MeDermott who ac- 
companied Ben Rudner to Canton 
police headquarters Sunday night, 
July 11. His testimony presented the 
defense claim that Eddie is McDer- 
mott’s “double” who was mistaken on 
that nigit for the man now on trial.

Bill Is Adopted After

| for German Ships. 


BILL IS RESULT 


USED DURING 1926, OF COMPROMISE 


Measure Now Will Go To 
Senate, Where Passage 
Is Expected Before 
March 4. 


Washington, December 18.—The 
house did its share today in writing 
the closing chapter of the world war, 
passing the bill providing for return of 
alien property seized during that con- 
flict and payment of damage claims 
to American citizens who incurred 
losses at the hands of former enemies. 

The vote was 279 to 66. The meas- 
ure represents a compromise after 
eight years of controversy over the 
subject in the house. It goes now to 
the senate, where its passage is hoped 
iby March 4. The bill was sponsored 
‘be the administration, 

$50,000,000 Provided. 

It provides $50,000,000 to begin 
immediately the payments on Ameri- 
‘can and German claims. The German 


| payments under the plan ultimately 
will meet the payments due for the 
‘great ships, including the Leviathan, 
and other enemy property seized by 
the American government. 

Death claims against Germany on 
account of Americans killed in the 


pre-war casualties, will be paid at 
once upon enactment of the measure. 
All American claims of less than $100,- 
000 will be paid in full at once, and 
German claims of les: than $100,000 
will be paid quickly in full. 

The German claims for seized prop- 
erty are estimated at from $270,000,- 
000 to $400,000,000. The American 
claims are estimated at from $180,- 
000,000 to $190,000,000. 

Will Get 50 Per Cent. 

Under the measure, 80 per cent of 
the value of the German property 
held by this government would be 
paid to the claimant. Most of the prop- 
erty is-money. The claimants under

A coroner's jury at 9:30 o'clock this 
morning at the Wright home on 
Johnson’s Ferry road, near Sandy 
Springs, will delve into the mysteri- 
ous death Friday afternoon of Jabe 
Wright, 23-year-old foreman of the 
Fischer dairy farm. 

Young Wright was found by his 
mother, Mrs. Manuel Wright, lying 
in a pool of blood on the floor of one 
of the front rooms of the home, slain 
by an assailant who used Wright's 
own shotgun as the death weapon, 
officers believe. 

Approximately five years agu young 
Wright’s father, Willis A. Wright, 
was shot and killed on the front porch 
of the home. It was thought at that 
time that he was a suicide, according 
to county police, but members of the 
family never accepted this view and 
his death also remains a mystrey. 

Chief George Mathieson, of the 
county police department, again visit- 
ed the scene of the tragedy Saturday 
afternoon and with other members of 
the department continued the minute 
investigation launched immediately 
after the finding of the body. 

‘Police Comb Section. 

Working on the belief that the dairy 
farm foreman was shot by an intruder 
who was surprised in the act of bur- 
glarizing the Wright home, police have 
scoured the section in an effort to 
find a due. At a late hour Saturday 
night no startling disclosures had been 
made, 

Saturday morning Solicitor General 
John A. Boykin assigned Special] In- 
vestigator Marvin Baker to cooperate 
with county forves in the investiga- 
tion. 

Mrs. Wright told county police that 
her son left home earlier in the day 
and that she returned home after 
visiting a sick relative and found his 
body. The young foreman had on his 
overcoat, hat and gauntiets when 
found. An examination failed to dis- 
close any powder burns and county 
police state that he could pot have 
fired the fatal shot, as the fingers 
in the gloves were too large to permit 
him to grasp the trigger of the shot- 
gun. The home was ransacked, 
clothes and turniture being strewn 


about the floor and the house in gen- 
eral disorder, 
Killed Upon Entering.

Garrett Offers Resolu- 
tion Demanding Release 
of Garner Measure From 
Committee. 


BILL ABOLISHES 
NUISANCE TAXES 


Under Rules of House 
Author Cannot Demand 
Action on Measure for 
Thirty Days. 


Washington, December 18.—(/)— 
Reviving fight for tax reduction by 
the present congress, Representative 
Garrett, the democratic leader, today 
initiated steps designed to force the 
republican majority to act on the 
$335,000,000 Garner tax bill. 

He introduced a resolution calling 
for the discharge of the measure from 
the house ways and means committee 
on which its author, Representative 
Garner, Texas, is the ranking demo- 
cratic member and‘its consideration by 
tlhe house, 

If adopted, the Garrett resolution 
would defeat the recent action of re- 
publican members of the ways and 
means committee in voting to table 
for this session all tax reduction pro- 
posals, including the presidext’s tax 
credit plan. 

Under house rules, the Garrett reso- 
lution was referred to the rules com- 
mittee. Its author cannot demand ac- 
tion on it until 30 days after the 
pigeon-holing by the ways and means 
committee of the Garner bill, which 
was done a week ago today. 

Garrett asserted his action was in 
line with the announced intention of 
house democrats to resort to every par- 
liamentary means to bring about tax 
reduction. 

By placing this resolution before 
the rules committee, Garrett has two 
levers with which he hopes to move 
the republicans. The other is the right 
to circulate a petition calling for the 
discharge of the tu... from the commit- 
tee. The signatures of a majority of 
the house—218 members—would be 
neccssary as well as a majority vote 
on a resolution to discharge the com- 
mittee. 

The Garner bill, which the demo- 
erats are supporting, would reduce the 


corporation tax from 15 1-3 to 11 
per cent and would abolish many of 


the so-called nuisance taxes. 


AGREEMENT ENDS 
RIVER BILL SNAG 


Modified Program for 
Missouri River Improve- 
ment Approved; Final 
Vote Due Tuesday.

Washington, December 18.—(#)— 
Another snag in the way of the house 
rivers and harbors bill was removed 
today in the senate with approval of 
a modified program for Missouri river 
improvement between Kansas City 


and Sioux City, Iowa. 

Agreement on this provision today 
and on the Illinois river channel proj 
ect yesterday left only one probable 
stumbling block to passage of the 
measure that would authorize an ex- 
penditure of $60,000,000 for river 
and harbor improvements, the pro- 
posal for purchase of Cape Cod canal. 

Senator Howell, republican, Ne 
braska, opened up today with a vigor- 
ous attack on the house provision to 
buy the canal for $11,500,000 which 
is yet to be passed on by the senate, 
but, despite this, leaders generally 
predicted that the bill would be put 
to a final vote by Tuesday. 

Missouri Fight Ends. 

A report from the commerce com- 
mittee reversing its previous stand 
that property owners along the Mis- 
souri river should meet part of the 
cost of the Kansas City-to-Sioux City 
improvement ended the fight on this 

roject. 

With little opposition the house pro- 
vision then was accepted with an 
amendment to limit the depth of the 
channel to six feet and to restrict 
the first appropriation to $12,000,000. 

Western senators, who accepted the 
£12,000,000 limitation in return for 
elimination of the provision demand- 
ing partial payment by property own- 
ers, were chided by Senators Willis, 
of Ohio, and Lenroot, of Wisconsin, re- 
publicans, who insisted it would re- 
sult in delay and “diliatory considera- 
tion of the project.” 

“We want this project started,’’ 
Senator Reed, democrat, Missouri, re- 
plied. “We get $12,000,000 now and 
we are confident the future will take 
care of our demands. But, more im- 
portant, this means the immediate 
starting of this great work and that 
is what we want.” 

Senator King, democrat, Utah, who 
has denounced the bill from the out- 
set as a pork barrell proposal, con- 
tinued his fight today and made 
known his objection to the details 
of the Missouri river proposition.

MIKADO OF JAPAN 
GLINGING TO LIFE 
AS SUBJECTS PRAY 


Emperor Rallies Enough 
To Partake of Food, But 
Later Bulletins Say Con- 
dition Unchanged. 


Tokio, December 18.—()\—As 
though hearkening to the prayers of 
the nation, the spirit of Emperor 
Yoshiiiito etil! remained within his 
body late tonight. 

For days the temples and shrines 
of Japan have been crowded with 
humble and noble alike, praying that 
the life of the sovereign might be 
spared. 

And late today wien his faithful at- 
tendants had almost despaired iu their 
fight against pneumonia whieh for 
more than a week had ,shortened the 
breath of their ruler, he rallied and 
was able to partake of food. Later, 
however, the frequent bulletins issued 
by the household department stated 
that his majesty’s condition ws un- 
changed. 

100 Reporters Wait. 

The household department, replying 
to persistent anxious inquiries by 
more than one hundred newspapermea 
gathered about the summer palace 
grounds at Hayama, gave assurance 
that the bulletins being issued were 
giving the exact congition of his 
majesty. The anxiety of the news 
papermen was caused by the Japanese 
custom of holding the announce 
ment of death until the deceased mon- 
arch has been taken to the palace at 
Tokio. 

Such announcement would be made 
by the household department, and it 
would also announce the succesyion to 
the throne of Crown Prince Hirochito, 
who, since 1921, has been Japsn’s re- 
gent acting for the invalid emperor. 

The priucipal theaters of | ‘Tokio 
have closed indefinitely. Osaka _ re- 
ports that commercial business is at 
a standstill. 

Virtnaily all of official Japan has 
gathered at Hayama. The viliage at 
the seashore 33 miles from Tokio, vir- 
tually has become the temporary cap- 
ital of the empire. Soldiers aud po- 
lice throng the streets, and guard the 
palace walls which enclose nuinerons 
buildings clustered about the villa in 
which the emperor lies in his struggle 
for life. : 

Many Pray for Mikado, 

For more than a week the hindred 

newspapermen have continuea their 
Vigilant watch day and night since 
the emperor's illness developed from 
bronchitis into pneumonia Decem- 
ber 9. 
_ Every temple and shrine in the na- 
tion is crowded with  worslippers, 
praying for their sovereign. Ail par- 
ties and holiday festivities and sus- 
— social and business life has 
alted. Foreign diplomats have can- 
celled all functions. The announce- 
ment of the death of the emperor 
would bear the signatures of all the 
ministers of state and would be car- 
ried throughout the empire in an of- 
ficial gazette. 

At the moment of its issuance, 
Shinto priests would proceed to a 
sacred place in the imperial palace 
gardens in Tokio where deceas« em- 
perors and their ancestors are en- 
shrined, There with secret services, 
they will perform the traditional cer- 
emonies designated upon the death of 
the sovereign, and others which mark 
the ascension of the new emperer.

“In recent years the shrine of 
Sainte Anne has attracte/’ thousands 
of pilgrims and tourists frm all over 
the United States and Canada,” says 
a bulletin from the Washington, D. 
C., headquarters of the National Ge- 
ographic society, describing the yil- 
lage. 

“Sainte Anne was an honored shrine 


fore some of the 13 American colonies 
were founded,” the bulletin says, “but 
within the last few years it has be- 
come a Lourdes of Ameria. 


Village Hidden From Steamship View. 


“The village of Sainte Anne on the 
Beaupre coast lies 26 miles down the 
Unfortunately the 
village is not within view from liners 
sailing to Montreal and ‘uebec,. be- 


cause it lies behind the isle of Or- 
leans, The ymain ship channel of the 
St. Lawrence is on the opposite side 
of the iong island. 

“Yet the origin of the Sainte Anne 
shrine is definitely linked’ with the 
ships that sailed the St. Lawrence.

But we can think of politics as hav 
ing to do with more permanent influ 
ences. I can illustrate by an aspect 
of politics which is immediately pres 
ent, which will have influence in an 
mportant way in the near future- 
et for the beginning of which we 
must go back more than a bundred 
years. 

Everybody understands that Gove-- 
nor Smith, of New York, will be put 
forward as a candidate for the demo- 
cratic presidential nomination during 
the coming year. Everybody knows 
that an important and possibly de- 
eisive influence in determining whether 
(iovernor Smith shall get the demo- 
eratie nomination, and whether, if he 
vets the nomination, he can be elect- 
ed. is the “solid south.” Whether the 
solid south would vote to give Smith 
the presidentia! nomination, and 
whether in the election it would vote 
for Smith or depart from Smith to 
vote for a republican—that consti- 
tutes probably the largest single fac- 
tor in Smith's fortunes. 

For the purpose of the present dis- 
eussion, it does not matter whetlier 
the existence of the solid south works 
against or in favor of Smith or of any 
other man. All that matters in this 
article is the fact that there is a solid 
south—and everybody concedes that to 
be a fact. 

If we inquire why there is a solid 
south, we find ourselves going back 
from one hundred to three hundrad 
years. The chief reason for the ex- 
istence of the solid south is the fact 
that two and three hundred years ago 
some Englishmen, Dutchmen and 
others bought black men in Africa, 
brought them to the southern part of 
what is now the United States, and 
sold them as slaves. . The motive of 
these old traders was wholly eco- 
nomic; they wanted to make money. 
By taking this means of making money 
they set in motion an economic force 
which today has bearing on an utterly 
irrelevant, completely unanticipatel 
question, whether a man named Smith, 
born 200 years later, should become 
president of the United States. 

In the meantime, of course, this 
same economic force had given rise to 
many other political currents, de- 
iermined many other political results, 
In truth, this economic force, slavery 
has determined more of. the polities or 
America than almost nay other one 
ugency, 


This is a vivid illustration of 
truth that economics determines pol- 
‘ics. That truth is realized by com- 
paratively few. The far more com- 
mon fallacy is that politics determines 
economics, This theory—that econ- 
omics, the course of business, prosper- 
ity for one group or another—could 
be determined or fundamentally af- 
fected by political action, has been the 
inspiration of a good deal of politics 
nnd a good many politicians, Almost 
the w hole career of William Jennings 
Brean was based on this theory. 

Bryan thought he could accomplish 
something fundamental about money 
hy politieal action. He could not and 
he did not- What he aimed at was 
accomplished, but not by Bryan.’ 

What Bryan tried to bring about 
from 1890 to 1896 actually came about 
won after IS8S96. It came = about 
through an increase in the amount vi 
eold heing taken out of the earth. 
That increase was brought about part- 
lv by eertain prospectors who, for an 
economic motive, sought and found 
new gold mines in Australia an 
Alaska; and partly by two men of 
science, two metallurgists named Me- 
Arthur and Forrest, who invented aail 
perfected a device for extracting more 
<old from the same amount of ore. 

One may accept this principle as a 
matter of history. One may survey 
the past applications of it and be in- 
terested, But the really interesting 
thing would be, if possible, to app'v 
this principle to the future. 

The closing ‘of the year is a time in 
whieh people like to prophesy. This 
tendency is especially strong in «the 
world of business, and stronger just 
now than at any time before. Organ- 
ized business has done so much pion- 
eering in the collection of statistics 
und the reducing of facts to charts and 
sraphs, that business has come tv 
think it can forecast the future to a 
degree never deemed possible in the 
past.

Two or three 
months later, in the case of a shin- 
ment across the Atlantic, or six to 
twelve months later, in the case of a 
shipment to Asia, the ship owner 
would begin to hope the mails woud 
bring him news of his vessel. If no 
news came within a reasonable time 
he resigned himself to the acceptance 
of loss. 


Modern inventions, some in the field 
of communication and some in the 
field of science, save the ship owner 
from this complete dependence upon 
the humor of conditions. By the 
cable and the radio the shipper is en- 
abled to know the conditions at the 
destination of his ship in any part of 
the world. He knows both ‘commer- 
cial conditions and weather conditious 
and other physical conditions. Th» 
shipper sends out his vessel, knowing 
approximately what time it will reach 
its destination and approximateiy 
what will be the state of trade, the 
state of politics, and the state of na- 
ture at the destination when the sh'p 
arrives. 


Not only this. The modern ship 
owner is informed, from three days to 
a week or more in advance, of the ex- 
istence of unusual weather conditions 
on the ocean or elsewhere. If there is 
a hurricane far out at sea the shipper 
is informed in advance and can keep | 
his vessel in port until the hurricane 
is past. Similarly, he informed 
about icebergs, volcanoes, earthquakes, 
all kinds of conditions,

But in applying this to the predie- 
tion of future business conditions two 
Saffling elements are introduced, two 
elements that have not yet been re- 
duced to the exactness of science and 
mav never be. 

First of all, forecasts of future eco- 
nomic conditions depend on one defi- 
nite, human factor, the art of deduc- 
tion, Men have access to immensely 
greater stores of fact nowadays, but 


the deductions from these facts. That 
is what prophecy about future busi- 
ness conditions mainly a deduction 
from knowing existing facts. In the 
making of that deduction arises the 
inevitable possibility of human errwr. 
The man who makes the deductions is 
a human being. He has one degree or 
another of temperament, one degree or 
another of self-interest, conscious 
unconscious, one degree or 
of every variety of individual 
fallibility. 

| The second of these elements of 
‘chance is human psychology in the 
mass, Human psychology. in the mass 
P| is different from individual human 
psychology. Men in a crowd will dy 
| things that no individual among them 
would have done of his own initiative. 

Muss psychology acts by waves. In- 
deed, to say it goes by waves is to zive 
it credit for more stability than it 
actually has. Mass psychology has ne 
such regularity as waves have. Mars 
psychology is whimsical. The 
is subject to abrupt and violent re- 
versals of emotion. We see that ic 
politics frequently. Every person o!'} 
enough to remember poor Admiral 
Dewey knows that in December, 189, 
America would have elected him presi- 
dent. but that four months later, abort 
April 1. 1900, it would hardly have 
elected him janitor of the white house. 
And there have heen examples more 
recent. Just at this moment some 
/persons hope, and other persons fen, 
‘that the American people may be sub- 
{ject to a complete reversal of the at- 
titude they took a few years ago 
prohibition. 

As respects business, 
even more whimsical, possibly, than as 
respects politics. Taking to new 
styles is one illustration.

sicians, and in these schools the young 
woman may become a nurse, and a 
good nurse, in two years. If her am- 
bition is rather to become a little tin 
doetor, it is easier for her tu hang 
around a hospital an additional year 
than it is to matriculate in a medical 
school ahd receive the instruction, 
which is intended to make doctors.

He wanted 
just reward for two years of service. 

Kor C. W. Edmonds and “J. Brown” 
are identical, In 1895, young Ed- 
monds’ parents objected to the brutal 
game of football and forbade their 
son to play for the Hawkeyes.

PENN TEAMS 
ENJOY GOOD 
YEAR IN 1926 


Philadelphia, December 18.—(Spe- 
cial.) —The University of Pennsylva- 
nia athletie-teams had a fairly suc- 
cessful year during 1926, according 
to statistics of the 15 teams. While 
championships were . comparatively 
rare, Pennsylvania did well in all 
major sports and succeeded .in win- 
ning *two championships in minor 
sports, . 

The gymnastic team, coached by Dr. 
Francois D’Eliseu, won the intercol- 
legiate championship. One meet was 
lost during the season by this team, 
Chicago winning an intersectional con- 
test. The rifle team won the Middle 
Atlantic States championship, win- 
ning all seven of its meets. 

luring the entire year Pennsylva- 
nia athletes indulged in 167 meets 
and contests, of which 91 resulted in 
victories, 72 in defeats and 4 in ties, 
a percentage of '.552. 

Football, rowing, basketball, base- 
ball, swimming, gymnastics, fencing, 
rifle and tennis were the sports to 
show a preponderance of wins over 
losses. ‘T'wo sports, boxing and golf- 
ing, failed to score a single victory. 
The former lost five meets and the 
latter six matches. 

The crews had a fairly successful 
season with four first places, two 
seconds and one fourth. Navy and 
Yale, in regattas, before the Pough- 
keepsie meeting, scored wins over 
Pennsylvania, Harvard and M. I. T., 
Columbia twice, and Penn A. C, fell 
before the varsity eight. Both the 
Childs cup and the Stewards’ cup 
races were won by Coach Spuhn’s 
eight. 

The track team was one of the 
poorest in many years. Indoors Penn- 
sylvania was third to Harvard and 
Georgetown. 

On the outdoor cinder path Penn- 
svylvania finished second to Yale in a 
triangular meet in which Dartmouth 
finished third. Cornell won a dual 
meet and in the I. C. A. A. A. A. 
games, Pennsylvania was the tenth 
with 10 points. 

The basketball team finished in a 
tie for third place in the intercolle- 
giate league with five wins and as 
many losses. Outside of league com 
petition, Dickinson and Syracuse were 
victors, : , 

The baseball team won 21, lost 11 
and tied one, finishing third in the 
quadrangular cup competition. The 
swimming team won six and lost 
three, the water polo won two and 
lost six, the wrestlers won four and 
lost six, the fencers won four and 
lost one, thé lacrosse team won one 
and lost nine and the tennis team 
won eight and lost five. 

During the past fall the football 
feam won seven games, lost one and 
tied one. Franklin and Marshall. 
Hopkins, Swarthmore, -Chica- 
go, Williams. Penn State and Colum- 
bia were defeated, while Illinois, on 
Peters’ field goal, was a victor. Cor- 
nell and Pennsylvania tied in the 
annual Thanksgiving day game.

One does not need a radio or library 
for entertainment when any of these 
coaches is present. In fact, it is an 
annual occurrence for some of these 
coaches to get together to swap yarns 
of the old professional foot racing 
days and they always have numbers 
of interested listener. 

In the days of professional foot rac- 
ing. the athletes always were prepared. 
No dates were set for races and no 
time designated for training. ‘The 
wager was made on the spot and the 
money placed with ‘a reliable - stake 
holder. The athletes wore their run- 
ning togs under their street clothes 
with a spiked shoe in each hip pocket. 
When the match was made the trou- 
'sers were dropped, the shoes pulled on 
'and the event decided along a railroad 
track, main street of a town or in some 
pasture, 

Farrell, who never was an amateur, 
was such a type of professional racer 
and one of the few Americans who 
ever won the Sheffield handicap, the 
sprinting plum of those years, which 
was held in England and always at- 
‘tracted the fastest sprinters in the 


| world. 
Wins Sheffield Handicap. 

Before winning the Sheffield handi- 
cap Farrell was looked upon as the 
‘premier middle distance runner of 
America. This was in the late eighties. 
Farrell won the Sheffield handicap in 
1891. Steve would race any man from 
300 yards to a mile, and he generally 
came out om top. At one time he hekd 
the standing backward jump record of 
11 feet, and only last year beat some 
of his 21-year-old Michigan athletes in 
an actual contest. Despite his 62 
years, Steve leaped better than eight 
feet. 

At one time Farrell was captain of 
three hose teams in the state of Mas- 
sachusetts. Each fire team was made 
up of sixteen men, and Steve always 
'ran jead for his outfit. The hose carts 
‘were placed 300 yards from the dum- 
‘my hydrants, and when the gun was 
| fired the cart was rushed to the hy- 
'drant. The hose then was uncoupled, 
| fastened to the hydrant, as the cart 
continued 200 yards more.

track and field coaches participated in the various sets of games which 
always were featured by the teams of the various cities in those states. 

Among those who made history in those days, not only in the New 
England states, but throughout the world, is Steve Farrell, the track and 
field coach at the University. of Michigan. 
other well-known coaches who pulled on the spiked shoes to race or 
‘jump against him were the late Mike Murphy, of Yale and Pennsylvania; 
Keene Fitzpatrick, present coach of Princeton; Harry Gill, of Illinois; 
Walter Christie, of California; Johnny Mack, formerly of Yale, and Pooch 
Donovan, who has been identified with Harvard track and field athletics 


When Steve was in his prime 


wore flaming red breeches, black coat 
and plug hat. All at once the air was 
filled with ripe tomatoes, dead cats, 


and tin cans. All were aimed at Far- 
rell and he was thrown from his horse, 
which ran away and left Steve the 
target of the bombardment. He found 


his horse two days later. 

Farrell’s running days were cut 
short in 1898 when he turned his 
ankle while training for a race. He 
stumbled over a Newfoundland dog 
which used to run with him in his 
training work. 

For four years afterward Farrell 
coached privately and specialized in 
conditioning runners. In the fall of 
1902 Mike Murphy sent for Steve to 
take charge of the Yale track team. 
After Old Eli enjoyed a_ successful 
season Farrell was made head coach 
at the University of Maine, where he 
remained for seven years. In 1910 he 
went to Ohio State university and 
then cast his lot with Michigan in 


Karrell has established an enviable 
record at Michigan. His teams are 
well coached and balanced. He has 
developed some great athletes, includ- 
ing Carl Johnson, the hurdler and 
high jumper; De Hart Hubbard, pres- 
ent holder of the world’s record in the 
running broad jump; Isbell, a great 
two miler; Reinke. middle distance 
runner; Northrop, the javelin throw- 
er, and Brooker, pole yaulter. 

Although more than fifty years of 
age when the world war broke out, 
Farrell volunteered his services and 
passed the difficult air service exami- 
nation. He served as first lieutenant 
for six months at Ellington field, 
Houston, Texas. Physicians who have 
examined the Michigan coach regard 
him as a shining example of unusual 
bodily vigor for a man well past mid- 
dle age.

Joe Gans Remains 
Remarkable Figure 


BY ROBERT EDGREN. 
This will be a series of stories culled from 30 years at the ringside. 
Thirty years ago, in old Woodwards pavilion in San Francisco, I sat 
at the ringside when Joe Gans, imported from the east, fought Charlie 
Rochette, a blond, white-skinned, clever lightweight, best of the coast 


boys in the .class. 
Joe Gans then was known merely | 


as a rather skillful colored boxer who 
had made a good showing in bouts 
with George Siddens and Young Griffo. 


But [I can still close My eyes and 
see Gans as he was thafé night, mas- 
terful as he was years later when they 


called him “The old master.” Rochette 
attacked swiftly, furiously, confident- 
ly, yet in a few rounds was being 
slowly beaten back, Gans moved only 
inches at a time, stood in a position 
of perfect defense, erect, with hands 
held at chine level, ready to block 
and counter hit. He didn’t dance 
around like some of our modern ring 
marionettes, There was no waste ef- 
fort. Only a deliberate defense that 
stopped nearly everything, and a sud- 
den countering with blows that travel- 
ed only a few inches and landed like 
the crack of a whip. 

In this fight Rochette staggered, in 
the twelfth round, and instantly Gans 
hurled himself forward with a long, 
hard driven, smashing right for the 
jaw—a clean knockout. , 

Through later years I watched Gans 
in many other fights. He was al- 
ways a master fighter, cool, deliberate. 
deadly, game. Gans was on the floor 
now and then, but he always got up 
fighting, except when George McFad- 
den, the bricklayer, knocked him out 
in 23 rounds, when he was blinded 
in the first fight with Frank Erne, 
knocked out in two rounds by Terrible 
Terry McGovern, and in his decrepit 
old age knocked out twice by Battling 
Nelson, , 

Odd how fighters go. Looking back 
to that night with Gans and Charlie 
Rochette fighting it is hard to real- 
ize that Joe afterwards fought hun- 
dreds of fights, whipped scores of the 
best lightweights of his day, held the 
lightweight title for several years, and 
died sixteen years ago, an aged vet- 
eran as time is counted in ring af- 
fairs, 


Patterned After Fitz. 


Joe Gans was a natural boxer, to 
some extent, but he was far’ above 
the average in_ intelligence. One 
night Joe told me a story about his 
life in the ring. He was a boy work- 
ing in a Baltimore fish market when 
he discovered that he had fighting 
ability a little above the average. 
From fist fights in the market he 
moved up a notch by boxing in small 
clubs. He earned a few small purses 
and began to get a local reputation.

Compare that to the immense sums 
paid Benny Leonard for = easier 
fights—to the $100,000 Benny turned | 
down when Rickard offered him that} 
sum to meet Mickey Walker for the| 
welterweight crown. Gans would have 
fought Walker for a tenth of the 
money, with one hand tied behind him. 
Would have licked Walker, too. 

Gans did some desperate fighting 
for the few hundreds or scant thou- 
sands oftered him. There were two 
fights with Dal Hawkins, a desperado 
of the ring. born in a gold mining 
camp in Nevada, grown up with 2 
lefi hand like a six gun. No other 
fighter ever developed a left quite 
like Dal’s. He just reached out slow- 
ly as if to push: aside a guarding 
glove, und dropped it the last six 
inches as suddenly as a rattler strikes 
There was some twist of the wrist 
thet gave the blow tremendous shuck- 
ing power. It was uspally- a knock- 
dewn, often a knockout. Dal Haw- 
kins took a 15-round decision over 
Gans in 1896. Four years later Haw- 
kins met Gans in New York and 
dropped Joe for a nine-second count 
with the first left hook. Gans got up 
groggy, but fighting like a wild man. 
and he knocked Dal out in the sec- 
ond round. Rematched, Gans went 
out watching for that left, and again 
Dal dropped the first one on Joe's 
chin and knocked him down for a 
nine-second count. Gans_ knocked 
Hawkins out in the third, which made 
further engagements unnecessary.

He beat Kattling Nelson, knocked out 
five tougi: contenders in a row, beat 
one in 20 rounds, and fighting Nelson, 
again wert down to defeat, final and 
irrevocable, For Joe was dying. 


The Beginning of the End. 


Joe Gazs began to die in that first 
Nelson fight at Goldfield, Nevada. 
1906, the fight that made Tex Rick- 
ard a pramoter, 


Iron Jawed Billy Nolan, Nelson's 
manager, after calling Bat “white 
lightweight champion,” claimed the 
world title for the battling Dane. Joe 
(;ans, without competition among the 
lightweights, had been fighting wel- 
ters at 142 pounds, and had grown 
heavy himself, 

Noian had no desire to fight Nel- 
son 2¢ainst Gans, but Rickard’s offer 
of $23,000 for Nelson’s end tempted 
him and he made the match. He in- 
sisted the fight be at the recognized 
lightweight limit, 123 pounds ring- 
side. Perhaps he thonght Gane 
couldn’t ranke the weight. 

A day before the fight Nolan learned 
that Gans was ready to weigh in. The 
morning of the fight he defhanded that 
Gans weigh in, ringside, at 133. pounds 
with his fighting trunks and shoes. 
He threatened to take Nolan out of 
Goldfield unless Gans agreed. Nolan 
couldn’t have taken Nelson out of 
Goldfield, alive. But Gans agreed, 
and steamed eff two and a half pounds 
more befora weighing dime, for “with 
trunks ard shoes’ means 130 1-2 
stripped. 3 

This, with the great strain of a bit- 
terly contested forty-two rounds, re- 
duced his vitality so much that he 
developed tuberculosis. Through the 
following two years, while he was win- 
ning hard fights, Gans was dying. He 
had only one thought—to earn some 
money to leave for his family. 

Gans fought Nelson again, in San 
Francisco. The true story of that 
fight might be ranked with the ex- 
ploits of E} Cid, or Richard Coeur de 
Lion, or Roland of heroic legend. Joe 
Gans was only a scrawny black man, 
taking part in the tawdry contest of 
the resined ring, for what dollars 
there might be in it. But he was a 
dying man, fighting desperately 
against the toughest, roughest oppo- 
nent of his long career, to provide for 
his family when he was dead. Not 
even the heroes of romance did more 
to prove. their courage. 

In that fight Nelson constantly 
hurled himself against Gans. Joe. met 
him with all his marvelous skill, out- 
boxed, outfought, drove him reeling 
But skill 
couldn't supply 
In the sey- 
enteenth reund Gans could no longer 
raise his hands, and Nelson knocked 
him out. 

There was a return match a month 
later. Gans was much weaker then, 
and although he fought desperately 
and lasted four rounds longer he was 
knocked out again. 

That was nearly the end of Joe 
Gans, Six months later, in New York, 
he fought Jabez White, of England,

in the old horse pavilion—the Nation- 
al A. C. Emaciated. so weak he could 
hardly walk around the ring, Joe Gans 
still managed to stall through ten no- 
decision rounds. But he ‘showed no 
sign of his, old punch, no sign of ag- 
gressivenes:. The crowd thought he 
faked. It almost tore down the ring 
as Gans went back to his dressing 


room. 

I followed Gans. As I opened the 
door and stepped into the room Joe 
was standing there in the middle of 
the floor, head down. arms hanging at 
his sides. Through the doorway came 
a roar of loots, yells, hisses, bowls. 
I closed the door. 

“They're hissing me,” said Joe. 
“They think I faked. Mr. Edgren, 
I'm going to tell you, I've kept it un- 
der cover hecause I wanted to earn a 
little more money for my family. But 
I'm through. I can’t fight no more— 
never no more. My lungs are gone, 
Mr. Edgres. I could hardly breathe 
out there. I was so weak [ couldn't 
fight. I tried. I didn’t fake, honest. 
I'm dying. This is my last fight. 
They oughtn’t to hiss me like that. 
They don’t know.’ 

Friends ‘cok Joe Gans to the desert, 
out in Arizona. There he died, six 


months later.

New York, December _ 18.—The, 
memories of men who. would clip or 
curtail the supreme powers of Judge 
Kennesaw Mountain Landis in re 
electing him to the office of hig¥ 
commissioner of baseball are short, 
indeed. 

Certainly they do not extend back 
to another winter six years ago, whes 


organized baseball called upon Lan 
dis to lead it out of the wildernese 
of scandal. 

At an unprecedented salary, wit? 
powers seldom vested in an individ 
ual, the crown was offered to Caesar 
—and then someone tried to slip is 
a “joker.’’ 

Whether it was Ban B. Johnson 
whose hostility to Landis was not ¢ 
hy-word at that time, or whether i¢ 
was some other member of the major 
league draft committee who tried te 
put one over on the commissioner may 
never be known. . 

But when the copy of the néw na 
tional agreement ewhich was to sub 
mit the national stime’s neck te 
the yoke of czardom was brought inte 
the meeting at Chicago, a clause pro- 
viding that the commissioner, a 
investigating any affair he consid- 
ered detrimental to baseball, could” 
take such action as he saw fit, had 
been changed. 

The word “recommend”? had been 
substituted for the word “take.” 

Was Landis interested in a $50,006 
a year job under the circumstances? 

He gave the club owners 15 minutes 
to put back the word “take,” and 
they did it by a unanimous vote withe 
out even letting Landis retire. I¢€ 
was Ban Johnson who made the mo- 
tion which made the judge's power 
supreme. 

“I must have power to take such 
action as I wish or else you had het- 
ter seek a new commissioner,” said 
the judge, at that time. “I wouldn't 
take this job for all the gold in the 
world unless I knew that my hands 
were to be free.’’ 

Undoubtedly Landis, as he grimly 
contemplates the furtive suggestiong 
by certain baseball men in Chicage 
that his powers be somewhat. eur: 
tailed, recalls his words of six win- 
ters ago, even if others have forgot- 
ten them, 

Before and since that time, the 
stubborn qualities of the lean, weath- 
er-beaten old judge, with his shock 
of snowy hair and his scowling brows, 
who dominated that first meeting im 
Chicago have been tested to the limit. 

His clash with Ban Johnson re 
sulted in victory for Landis, In all 
other baseball matters the commis 
sioner has exercised his supreme pow 
ers without stint. 

Judge Landis was the first “cazr’ 
of an American industry. After hinf 
came Will H. Hays for the movies, 
and other imitations. But none of 
them ever wielded the sceptre as un- 
sparing g as the gaunt, grizzled high 
commissioner of baseball. 

Landis came honestly by this fear- 
less assumption of authority. He did 
not, like other tyrants, put it on for 
the first time with his ermine. 

When on the federal bench, to 
which he was appointed by President 
Roosevelt in 1905, the judge won a 
national reputation for fearlessness 
and originality. — | 2 . ¥

With these pinned 
upon the chest of an imposing looking 
jersey, Landis would visit the fair 
grounds in the morning and strut up 
and down with his bicycle. 

Competing riders from surrounding 
towns, who had entered. or contem:- 
plated entering the races of the com- 
ing afternoon, would gaze in awe at 
the rows of medals, and then decide 
either to withdraw from the race, or 
make a business arrangement ‘with 
one who was so obviously a champion 
cycler.

) roller skating rink, he worked his way 


through three years of law achool and 
was admitted to the Illinois bar. He 

anaged Lowden’s first campaign for 

overnor, served as private secretarv 

to Judge Gresham at Washington, and 
nearly 22 years ago was appointed a 
federal judge. 

Through all his career, Landis kept 
in close touch with baseball. He was 
named repeatedly for high office in 
connection with the national pastime. 
Finally, after the “Black Sox” sean- 
dal of 1919-20, the national agreement 
which made the judge high commis- 
sioner was signed. So, too, was the 
following pledge: 

“We, the undersigned, earnestly de- 
sirous of assuring to the public whole- 
some and high class baseball, and be- 
lieving that we ourselves should set 
for the player an example of the 
sportsmanship which accepts the um- 
rr decision without complaint, 

ereby pledge ourselves loyally to sup- 
port the commissioner in his import- 
ant and difficult task, and we as- 
sure him that each of us will ac 
quiesce in hie decisions even when we, 
believe them mistaken, and that we 
will not discredit the sport publie

Jubilee show in the new Madison 
Square Garden, it was believed this 
club, the oldest show-giving organiza- 
tion in this country, had set a new 
high mark both in quality and quan- 
tity.

There will 
not only be more space available for 
the benching of the dogs, but the 
judging rings can be much larger and 
will be so “arranged s&s to be easily 
seen from all parts of the garden. Vet 
eran fanciers doubt w hether ever be- 
fore was a show giv@n under such 
ideal conditions as wil! favor the next 
Westminster.

Sides has just returned to Detroit 
from a three months’ business trip, 
during whieh he visited practically 
every European country. | 

“In the event of this change, the 


tax imposed will doubtless continue to 
be a heavy one. The government muet 
continue to impose luxury taxes on all 
possible commodities for a long time- 
to come to help repay its enormous 
debts cchoslanel by the world war. 
Unfortunately for the automobile owa- 
ers, Great Britain must keep the 
automobile in the luxury class for sev- 
eral years. This will naturally re 
strict their sales. 

“This pound per horsepower per 
year tax exacts a heavy levy from the 
owner of every type motor car. It 
means the » payment of the ones 
of from $35 to $150 or more ae 
before the car can be used ven 
families of means naturally restrict 
their purchases to one car, or not to 
exceed two. Whether a car is driven 
only a few thousand miles or 25, 
per year makes no difference. 

“While a gasoline tax also imposes 
a restriction on motor-car ownership, 
the consensus of opinion is that it is 
more equitable and that, though ine 
creasing the number of motor cars 
operated, it will distribute the tax over 
a greater list of owners. Paymenig 
will be more in line with the p t- 
tion of use owners receive from their 
car. The necessary levy will also he 
exacted, a shilling or so at a time, 
zvather than inalumpsum. Just whit. 
form, however, the new tax will be in 
is speculative at this time. 

“Should a gasoline tax supersede thé 
horsepower tax, it is regarded as cer-, 
tain that the number of motor cars. 
owned in Great Britain will increase 
materially. This will be true of both, 
British made and American cars, 
American cars, will, however, repre- 
sent only a small portion of the total 
sold so long as the present duty on. 
them continues in effect, and so long. 
as the obvious pro- -British propaganda 
exerts its present strong influence. 

“Continuance of the high import 
duty on American cars imposed in 
France, Italy and one or two other 
countries, will prevent the sales of 
more than a scattering of American 
cars in those countries.” 

Mr. Sides also declares that two 
definite changes in motordom already 
well recognized in this country are in 
their my og stages through Europe, 
One is the transition from few cyl- 


finders to sixes and eights. 


“France is taking the lead in this,” 
he point: out. “At the annual Paris 
automobile show many French manu- 
facturers of four-cylinder fame dis- 
played multi-cylinder cars which 
aroused great interest, owing to the 
outstanding prominence of those com 
panies. 

“The second definite change is the 
growing tendency toward closed cars, 
including those used as cabs. Europe 
today is just aboyt where the United 
States was four or five years ago in 
this respect. The transition will take 
longer there, however. as the averave 
European, because of various condi- 
tions, retains his car longer than 
Americans do.” 

Establishment of its own automotive 
industry has been discussed seriously 
in Sweden, actording to information’ 
given him.

French automobile designers are 
copying American styles although 
branching off into untrodden fields in 
the materials used for composite 
bodies, while the British are still clin,- 
ing to -chaic styles, high and bulky 
looking, says J. F. de Causse, inter- 


national automobile stylist and head 
of the custom body department of the 
Franklin Automobile company of Syr- 
acuse, N. Y., who has just returned 
from a trip abroad where he attended 
the Paris Artomobile salon and the 
Olympia show in London. 

“The principle impression I gained 
at the. Paris show,” said Mr. de 
Causse, “was th. general tendency of 
the French manufacturers to simplify 
the designs of their cars and to make 
the bodies considerably lower. In a 
great many instance: American prac- 
tice has been copied and the number 
of freak bodies’ with many finished 
ornamenfs and attachments has be- 
come very small. 

“The high-built-line type of body 
with small windows which was pop- 
ular in France a few years ago has 
almost disappeared. 

Fabric Coverings Shown. 

“Flexible-type fabric-coveréd bodies 
have taken‘on a very large extension 
| and were éxhibited at almost every 
stand. While bodies of this type have 
the natural advantages of all com- 

site bodies, both in quietness and 
ightness, even improving on Ameri- 
can-made composite bodies in the last- 
named quality, I don’t believe they 
will ever become popular in this coun- 
try. In the first place they are ex- 
tremely fragile, and being entirely 
covered with i-sitation leather, neither 
have the rich appearance of the paint- 
ed body, nor its lasting qualities, be- 
coming very shabby looking after a 
short time. A second great drawback 
is that it is almost impossible to keep 
the interior warm in severe weather. 

‘In the conventional type of body,

Button Gwinnett, signer of the Dec- 
laration of Independence.

The first intimation of Button 
Gwinnett’s connection with Georgia, 
and that he was a Georgian, was 
learned by the boy and girl when he 
reached the history class of his school. 
It was here that they were told the 
story of the signers of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. This valuable 
volume contains reproductions of 
many of the original documents with 
historical illustrations which include 
a contemporary map of Georgia, pic- 
tures of Gwinnett’s home in England 
before he came to the U. S. A., and 
then coming on down to Georgia and 
locating on St. Catherine’ Island on 
the coast where he made his home. 


Mr. Gwinnett was practically un- 
known to the south other than hay- 
ing been one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence until Mr.

The whole 
congress rose in another ovation at the 
mere announcement of the election; 
and again rising as Mrs. Minor was 
conducted to the platform by the Con- 
necticut state regent and Connecticut 
pages, remained standing in hushed 
silence while she made her brief ex- 
temporaneous speech of acceptance. As 
she reached her final solemn words: 
“I dedicate myself to your service,” a 
deeper hush fell over the house, fol- 
lowed by a burst of prolonged applause. 

No other scenes in my memory are 
comparable to these excepting one only, 
and that oceurred at the conclusion of 
Mrs. Minor’s address of welcome to 
her first congress in 1921, Again there 
was hushed silence, followed by con- 
gress rising and giving an ovation of 
several minutes. Then a suspension 
of the rules was called for and the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted and car- 
ried out:

$585,000 never had to be borrowed, or 
donations asked for.

The beautiful building, Memorial 
Continental hall, owned by tue) 
Daughters ‘of the American Revolu- | 
tion, is a credit to Washington city. | 
The hall has been a great service to | 
the government, as the peace congress 
and many meetings of national impor- 
tance have been held in the building. 
The business offices of the D. A. R. 
are in this hall, and at the time of its 
erection the auditorium was large 
enough to meet all the needs of the 
society. 

To show the steady growth of our 
organization, last year the membership 
increased at the rate of 1,000 per 
month. Continental congress was for- 
merly held in the auditorium of Me- 
morial Continental hall, but on ac 
count of the growth of the society sev- 
eral years ago delegates who came 
from all parts of the country were un- 
able to find seats, and hundreds turn- 
ed away. Then the realization came 
that the auditorium was entirely in- 
adequate, and the past several con- 
gresses have been held in Washington 
City auditorium, which has been rent- 
ed for the occasion. 

In order to accommodate the ever- 
increasing number of delegates it was 
found that a larger auditorium was an 
absolute necessity. Amid scenes of en- 
thusiasm never surpassed in the his- 
tory of the national society, the thirty- 
fourth continental congress of the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion voted in April, 1925, to erect In 
Washington a new auditorium capable 
of seating delegates to future convo- 
cations of the society for many years 
to come, 

Dedicated to the progress. of 
American ideals and a shrine of pa- 
iriotism, this temple will be a veritable 
“hall of the nation’—a story in en- 
during marble of the history of Amer- 
ica, from its very beginning in the 
days of pioneer uncertainty, through 
the war of independence, and finally 
the supreme triumph of democracy. 
The D. A. R. petitioned United States 
congress to grant an amendment to 
their charter enabling them to in-

persons. But, should the auditorium 
be needed for use as a reception or 


banquet hall, the seats in the center 
may be rolled aside and the raised 
sections at each side would disappear 
behind lavishly-painted curtains, bear- 
panoramas of chapters in the nation’s 
history, which could be dropped com- 
pletely around the improvised banquet 
hall.

THE CONFEDERATE’ MUSEUSL 
The Confederate museum, in Rich- 
mond, that vast treasure house of time 


and traditidn—honored relics, fills a 
great need, that of preserving a true 
and faithful record of the gallant 
struggles of the men who wore the 
gray. In consideration ef this ‘neces- 
sity the Confederate Memorial Litv- 
rary society -was chartered and pr- 
ganized under the laws of Virginia, 
its object being to leave this vast 
heritage of historical relics to ull fu- 
ture generations which would ever re 
vere the ‘cause and the principles for 
which these men laid down their lives. 

This building is fireproof and the 
Confederate relics southern memorials 
and the archives of the Southern His- 
torical society are placed here, thanks 
to the indefatigable efforts of the Con- 
federate Memorial society assisted by 
the Hebrew, Oakwood and Hollywoed 
Memorial association. The _ states 
which are represented by the various 
rooms also helped to make this muse- 
um utterly safe from possible ravages 
of flame. 

A room bearing the distinctive name, 
shield and colors of tle state it rep- 
resents, is assigned to each state of the 
Confederacy, and is a repository for 
the relics and memorials from that 
state. 

This museum was formally. openel 
in February 22, 1896. It is also called 
the white house of the Confederacy 1s 
within its spacious walls Jefferson 
Davis lived during part of his ad- 
ministration as president of, the con- 
federacy. Here Minnie Davis, the 
beloved and honored child of the Coa- 
federacy was born, 

One enters the building into a gen- 
eral reception room, library and por- 
trait gallery. Here portraits of execu- 
tive officers of the government of the 
Confederate states, the cabinet and 
other distinguished Confederate offi- 
cers; civil and military, adorn the 


walls. 
The Solid South. 

This reception room is called the 
“Solid South” and here is placed treas- 
ure of art, which ever show the true 
history of the cause in a way to stir 
heart beats into greater and deeper 
patriotism. 

One sees here a picture of the grand 
jury that found the indictment against 
Jefferson Davis for treason, a portrait 
of Jefferson Davis himself, a_bas- 
relief head of General T. J. Jackson. 
Here one sees an exquisite mineature 
of General Robert EB. Lee. picture 
showing the three branches of service 
is a picture history of the time of 
1861 to 1865. Fine daguerreotypes 
of Mrs. Jefferson Davis and members 
of her family. Stonewall Jackson's 
portrait is shown most vividly execut- 
ed, and of paramount interest is the 
great Confederate seal. 

The Confederate Seal. 

The controversy of the great Con- 
federate seal made history eventful. 
By a joint resolution, approved April 


30, 1863, the Confederate congress, 


seal was to represent the equestriau 


a “seal for the Confederacy.” ‘Tris 
statue of Washington in the catito! 
square and was to be surrounded by 
a wreath showing the principal agri- 
cultural products of the Confederacy. 
James M. Mason, Confederate commis- 
sioner to England, was instructed ts 
have the seal cut in silver. On July 
6, 1864, Mr. Mason notified the state 
department the seal was ready anil 
with its equipment, was being shipped 
to Richmond. It passed the blockade 
and arrived in September. Here it 
remained until the time of evacua- 
tion, when the seal was carried from 
Richmond and hidden in a barn out- 
side the city. After a while it was 
ultimately secreted in Washington, 

In 1872 John J. Pickett acted as the 
agent of William J. Bromwell, clerk in 
the state department, in selling to the 
United States government, for $75.- 
000, certain archives of the Confe- 
erate department of state which Brom- 
well had removed from Richmond. 

The agent of the United States gov- 
ernment in negotiating for the saie 
of the papers was Lieutenant Thomas 
O. Selfridge. 

As a “token of appreciation” to 
Lieutenant Selfridge for his activity 
in promoting the sale of the papers, 
Mr. Pickett gave him the great sea!. 

This gift was kept secret and was 
not known until the personal papers 
of Mr. Pickett had been acquired Ly 
the library of congress, and had been 
examined hy Gaillard Hunt. 

References in the papers indicated 
the true facts. Selfridge, who by that 
time was a rear admiral admitted he 
had the seal. 

Mr. Hunt, who rightly thought that 
such a treasure should be in Rich- 
mond, communicated its whereabouts 
to Eppa Hunton, Jr., of Richmond. 
Mr. Hunton began negotiations and 
purchased the great seal of the Con- 
federacy for $3,000, subject to proof 
of authenticity. 

J. St. George Byan carried the seal 
in person to England and showed it 
to Allen J. Wyon, engraver to the 
king, nephew of the maker of the 
original seal. After inspection of the 
seal Mr. Wyon wrote the following 
certificate : 

“IT have carefully examined the seal 
sent me by Mr. Thomas J. Payne, 
an impression of which i8 affixed 
above. I have no hesitation in say- 
ing that in my opinion there is no 
doubt that the seal which I have ex- 
amined is the great seal of the Con- 
federate States of America, which was 
engraved in silver by my uncle, Mr. 
J. 8. Wyon, in the year 1864.” 

The seal itself, the various certifi- 
cates and all the correspondence were 
presented to the Confederate museum 
in 1912 and here it rests—significant 
of the great struggle of right against 
might and one of the greatest trea3- 
ures in the white house of the Con- 
federacy.

Mrs. Warthen Writes Fourth 
Budget and Insurance Article 


BY MRS. OBER WARTHEN., 
Of Vidalia, Chairman of Budget and 
Insurance. 

The heme is the greatest institution 
in our land today and any agency that 


safeguards it and the welfare of its 
dependent members is a valuable as- 
set to the nation. That is the busi- 
ness of insurance. The greatest ob- 
stacle that has to be faced is the fact 
that the people who need it most 
court its favors the least often. 


Since the majority of the insurance 
policies are taken for the benefit of 
women and children and 90 per cent 
of the proceeds are spent by women, 
their ignorance of its diverse quali- 
ties is pathetic. It is the aim of the 
federation to teach these women of 
the different types and then, with an 
understanding of the value of each, 
we are sure that every one will talk 
the matter over with Ee family and 
will begin at once to make the neces- 
sary provision in the budget. She 
will then become an active factor in 
the building of an estate. 

Insurance is a contract entered into 
between an individual and a chartered 
company where, by the payment of a 
specified sum, the individual. is to be 
protected from financial loss to his 
family ir case of sickness or death or 
to himself in case of fire. etc. Many 
kinds of contracts have been written 
covering various conditions, but all 
of them are simply as stated above, 
protection. 

The first kind that we will analyze 
is the one that deals with the most 


The insurance of that quality itself 
is impossible, but, through insurance, 
the financial value of that person to 
those who are dependent on him or 
‘her may be carried on even after they 
are gone. 

Life insufance has many induce- 
ments te offer. The good business 
man is familiar with its many phases 
and when the need arises he imme- 
diately seeks its protection. Have 
you notieed that the largest part of 
the estates left by most business men, 
and especially our best-known execu- 
tives, is their insurance? They know 
that whether they live a certain num- 
ber of years to ‘see the completion 
of some project or not, just one small 
payment makes their policy value se- 
cure, and after the second payment 
most of them begin sharing in the 
company dividends and that decreases 
the size of the payments. And when 
the end comes the liquidation of such 
an estate does not require the tech- 
nical knowledge of various experts. 

Common Forms. 

The p.ost commonly used forms are 
(a) ordinary life; (b) limited pay- 
ment life; (c) endowment policy. 

The ordinary life policies have the 
cheapest rates of the three. The pre- 
miums continue to fall due as long as 
the policy holder lives and the desig- 
nated amount is payable at the t':me 
of death of insured. In event seyv- 
eral payments may not be made the 
policy is said to lapse and the eon- 
tract is broken. It may be reinstated, 
however, if within a certain length 
of time the past due payments are 
made and future payments kept up. 

The limited payment is also pay- 
able at death, but the premiums have 
to be paid only during a specified 
number of years, usually, ten, twenty 
or thirty. This form appeals to men 
who had rather pay all of the pre- 
miums while they are young and 


valuable possession known to humans. ) 


when their power to earn is on the 
decline. 

The premiums are necessarily 
larger onethis policy than on the ordi- 
nary life, therefore it is not as popu- 
lar. A man usually wants as much 
protection as he can get for the 
amount he has to invest. 

The most versatile of the three 
and the one that is making the grea‘- 
est general appeal is the endowment 
policy. Its premiums ave made pay- 
able for a definite number of years. 
but, unlike the others, the insured 
may at any time after the contract 
is paid up, or at an age agreed upon, 
begin receiving the benefits himself. 
This arrangement often means the 
difference between a happy, content- 
ed and independent old age and one 
spent as a dependent in the home 
of some relative or in a charitable in- 
stitution. 

There are certain other features 
that may be had in connection with 
any or all of these for a small addi- 
tional fee. 

There is the “double-indemnity 
clause,’” which simply means that in 
case of death of insured by accident 
double the amount of the policy will 
be paid to take care of any extra 
need that might arise from the in- 
sured not having had time te com- 
wy his business arrangements him- 
self. 


Different companies include vary- 
ing conditions covering the “total dis- 
ability’’ feature. If a man is totally 
and permanently disabled before a 
certain age by accident or disease all 
premiums cease and about $10 per 
thousand is paid the insured and 
these payments continue as long as 
he lives, but does not diminish the 
amount to be paid at his death. All 
this for a small fee! 

There is another innovation in the 
way of payments. A great many 
women who receive large amounts 
of insurance have had no business ex- 
perience and they are immediately 
and effectually preyed upon by “in- 
vestment sharks!” This practice nul- 
lifies the very purpose of insurance 
and is resented by the companies and 
by thinking people in general. A 
remedy has been sought and found 
in the “income settlement.” 

Income Settlements. 

“Income settlements” provide that 
the income shall be paid to the hene- 
ficiary monthly instead of one large 
payment. These monthly payments 
may provide an income for life or. if 
& man may feel that he is not able 
to provide a life settlement, but can 
provide an income for his wife and 
children until the children are old 
enough to provide for the family 
needs. On endowment policies these 
payments may be receievd by the in- 
sured after a fixed age and at his 
| death by his family. Some arrange 
that the widow. receive the interest 
during her life, leaving the principa! 
intact to be given to the children at 
her demise. 

And how, for the convenience of 
the family with a very limited income, 
premium payments can be made on 
a monthly installment basis. This 
plan is proving quite a blessing to 
some who could not otherwise have 
made the necessary payments but 
who feel the need of caring for their 
doctors’ bills, funeral expenses, ete., 
and enough payable on a monthly 
plan to eliminate the danger of fi- 
nancial hardship from the home.

Neither 
west nor North has sufficient strength 
to even think of a bid; and East, while 
he has a fairly good hand is in the 
position in Which a comparatively 
weak bid may be made as a lead-in- 
dicatof, névertheless fias no one ‘suit 
which would justify a declaration, nor 
has he the strength to warrant an in- 
formatory double. When sitting with 
the strong hand on your left, excep- 
tional strength is required to make an 
informatory double advisable. Kings 
which, after a No Trump by South, 
would be of great value in the West 
hand, may be absolutely worthless 
when held by East. Five high cards 
which may take tricks are essential to 
justify an informatory double when 
sitting over the No Trump; and when 
sitting under it, after partner’s pass, 
the doubling hand should have six. It 
should be noted that East is two high 
cards short of the strength requisite 
for an informatory double. 

Played at No Trump, the Four of 
Clubs would be West’s opening lead, 
and on that trick East would play the 
Ace of Clubs; and then would come 
an illuminating illustration of the im- 
portance of planning a campaign and 
deiermining. what to do before play- 
ing to the first trick. If the Declarer 
played his first card thoughtlessly, he 
of course would drop a small Club on 


East’s Ace; but if he planned his cam- 
paign in advance, he would see that 
a Club entry in Dummy us needed to 
make game (nine tricks at No 
Trump). In addition to the one Club 
trick which is assured (more than one 
Club is impossible), it is necessary for 
him to make two Spades (assured) ; 
four Diamonds, (the fourth depend 
ent upon the position of the adverse 
King and the ability to lead Diamonds 
twice from Dummy), and two Hearts, 
(the second dependent upon the loca- 
tion of the King). Dummy has one 
obvious entry in the King of Spades, 
but no other until the fourth round of 
Diamonds; and unless Diamonds be 
led twice from Dummy, there is litle 
hope of making fhe essential four 
Diamand tricks. If the Declarer 
should reason in this way (of course 
it can be done with greater celerity 
than it can be described), he would 
note that a second quick entry in 
Dummy could be obtained by playing 
the King of Clubs on the adverse Ace 
at trick 1. Getting rid of the King 
does not make an additional Club 
trick, but it insures winning the only 
possible Club drick in Dummy instead 
of in the Closed Hand; in other 
words, it will make the needed extra 
entry in Dummy. 

The sacrifite of the King cannot 
cost a Club trick because West’s lead 


of the Four of Clubs (his fourth best) 


showed three Clubs in his hand highet 
than the Four. After East has play- 
ed the Ace on trick 1, there are only, 
three Clubs higher than the Four 
which are not in the hands of the De- 
clarer and Dummy; so it is impossible 
for East to hold the Queen of Clubs

The little town of Correggio, Italy, 
scarcely bigger than it was four and 
one-half centuries ago, and situated 
away from the beaten path of travel 
is justly proud of its page in history. 
Here in the year 1494, was born its 
favorite son, Antonio Allegri, known 
to us as ‘‘Correggio,’’ whom none 
surpassed and few equaled as a paint- 
er of religious subjects. 

“The Nativity,’ or ‘Holy Night,” 
as it is sometimes called, is his mas- 
terpiece. This sublime painting, now 
hanging in the Dresden gallery, was 
paint ied in Correggio’s 30th year fer 


the Church of San Prospero, at Reg- 
‘gio. In 1640, it was secretly re- 
moved by order of Duke Francesco 
and taken to Modena; and in 1746, 
it passed into the possession of Au- 
gustus III, of Saxony. 

At Christmas time each year, pub- 
lications, scattered to the four corners 
of this mundane sphere, reproduce 
this noted masterpiece. No sermon, 
wherever delivered, has had a more 
influencing effect upon the Christian 
world. It has converted and recon- 
verted those who have doubted and 
strayed. Hanging. on the wall before 
“my chair” is a miniature of this pic- 
ture. When the day, prolonged by 
indecisions, has weari 
he and the soul seems de- 
serted—there | sit forsaken, conjur- 
ing thoughts that dispel my trust in 
faith. 

But the picture growing lovelier 
immerses my soul with religion. 
Doubt departs and faith returns; fear 


accedes to courage; the heart is 
warmed and contentment is mine. It 
is my hour of reconciliation, and 
peace is made with the Maker! 
Through the mystic ether of other 
years, ‘ perceive the Star of Bethle- 
hem guiding the wise to the lowly 
manger where lay the Christ Child— 
the Redeemer—the Savior—who 
taught love, who preached forgive- 
ness, who bled and suffered and died 
for mankind.

Ah! Correggio, how hot is the 
impulse to beatify you! You, too, 
were an apostle, the same as John 
and Peter and James!

Correggio never visited Rome, 
Florence or Venice—the great art 
centers. What little instruction he 
received in painting was given to him 
by the wife of the Lord of Correggio. 
At the age of 24, he moved to Parma, 


a nearby city, as it offered more pos- 
sibilities to test his skill. Within a 
Short time his services were much in 
demand and he stood on the thresh- 
old of the rich outer world. 

As the Inrant in the manger which 
he painted, he shunned eclat and os- 
tentation, preferring the quiet life of 
his native village to greater fame and 
fortune. His retreat to obscurity 
directly contrasts the inclinations of 
other Renaissance painters working to 
the top seeking court favor, and being 
acclaimed. 

By the time Correggio reached his 
40th year, his great life work was 
completed. When Destiny’s summons 
is read, all must answer. There are 
no continuances tery not even to 
painters, so my favorite responded. 
| have gazed in wonderment before 
the works of other great painters, 
but you, only you, Correggio, do 
wholly captivate me.

CMiles of Kentucky's Wo 
- Caves Acquired by the Ge 
ment and Soon to he Ope; 

to Tourists 


AS WAITING only the completion 

Aa; of final arrangements is the 
et taking over by the federal 
ae! { government of the cave re- 
See “gion of southern Kentucky, 
esteemed one of the world’s greatest 
wonders, as a national park. 

The famous. Mammoth Cave is 
merely the largest of a group of lime- 
stone caverns in that vicinity, twenty 
or more of which have been opened 
up and explored to a greater or less 
extent. There are probably many 
others, and it seems likely that most if 
not all of them will eventually be found 
to be connected by passageways, form- 
ing a vast underground labyrinth. 

Caverns are supposed to underlie 
some hundreds of square miles in that 
region, but the area to be taken over 
by the government, embrac- 
ing the main group, is 
about six miles long by four 
miles wide. Much of it is 
clothed with primeval forest, 


through which flows the 
beautiful and navigable 
Green River. But the 


streams are mostly subter- 
ranean, the surface drainage 
passing into the depths 
through thousands of curi- 
ous ‘“‘sink holes.” 

Thus there is much water 
in the caverns. in the Mam- 
moth Cave alone there are 
three rivers, eight cataracts, 
two lakes and a “sea.” Its 
underground hollows are 
estimated to comprise 12,- 
000,000 cubic yards, and a 
round trip through its maze 
of passages covers for the 
tourist a distance of eighteen 
miles. 

It was water that made 
the caverns, percolating for 
ages through the limestone 
and carving out the amazing 
domes and formations sug- 
gesting such _ descriptive 
names as Ruins of Karnak, 
Flora’s Garden, Martha 
Washington’s Statue, Bridge 
of Sighs, Bandits’ Hall, 
Bridal Altar, Devil’s Cooling 
Tub, Black Hole of Calcutta 
and Crypt of Jewels. 


At a period antedating the 
epoch during which the coal 
beds were formed, that re- 
gion was covered by a salt 
sea. Tiny animals with limy 
Shells, living in the surface 
waters, sank to the bottom 
when they died, forming a 
deposit which in the course 
of ages became a bed of 
limestone. When one con- 
siders that portions of that limestone 
bed are 400 feet thick, it is possible to 
speculate upon the enormous length of 
time required to build it. 

Eventually the limestone bed be- 
came part of the dry land, and one can 
imagine how much additional time 
it must have taken to excavate the cav- 
erns. The latter have no obvious en- 
trances from above ground; or, more 
correctly speaking, they had none 
originally, discovery of their existence 
being made by the sheerest accident. 
Thus the Mammoth Cave is said to 
have been discovered by a hunter who 
m 1809 was in pargait of a bear that 
mysteriously disappeared = through a 
tangle of vines @6 ether vegeiation.

“The Great Crystal Cave was dis- 
covered by a poor “hill favmer”’ who, 
to eke out a subsistence for himself 
and his nine children, had resorted to 
trapping. One of his traps disappear- 
ed through a “‘sink hole” and digging 
to find out what had become of it he 
presently rolind himself in the ante- 
chamber of one of the most beautiful 
caverns in the world. It was a room 
100 feet long by thirty feet wide, and 
in one corner of it he found his trap, 
gripping the gnawed-off foot of a 
woodchuck. 

Not discovered until five years ago 
was the New Entrance Cave, so called 
because it is really a part of the Mam- 
moth Cave, previously unknown and 
with another “door” that was found by 
accident. It contains some of the most 


This realistic cataract, known as “Frozen Niagara,’ 


remarkable of the many marvels of 
that subterranean realm, including a 
that looks exactly like a 
fossil cataract, and which is called the 
Frozen Niagara. 

One of the most spectacular of the 
caverns is Rroctor’s Cave, features of 
which are Aladdin’s Palace, Drapery 
Hall (in which the limestone formation 
counterfeits exquisite tapestries), a 
Coral Chamber, Mystic River and a 
gigantic dome. It was discovered in 
1863 by a runaway slave who, finding 
the entrance by accident, explored 
much of it alone with extraordinary 
‘courage, his only light being afforded 
by an antiquated iron lamp. 

Colossal Caverg, discovered in 


1895, is remarkable for the dazzling 
whiteness of its interior. A Chinese 
room, with limestone decorations 


strongly suggestive of oriental art, is in 
itself a marvel. 
able feature is a dome that in size ex- 


is one of the chief attractions 
of the caves that are being taken over by the federal government as a national park 


ceeds any other, natural or artificial, in 
the world. 

To display it to tourists, a ‘‘fire bas- 
ket” containing oily rags and a quantity 
of magnesium ribbon is ignited and 
hoisted by a pulley far up inside the 
dome, which is then seen to be built in 
a Series of immense rings of different 
colors, each eight to ten feet thick. 
The guide then raises his voice in an 
outcry which is returned with strange 
and melodious echoes. 

Salts Cave is thought to be perhaps 
larger than the Mammoth, but has 
never been fully explored. It under- 
lies two Kentucky counties, and was 
occupied centuries ago by aboriginal 
Americans who left behind them many

of their belongings, such as wooden 
bowis, reed torches and woven mocca- 
sins. The mummy of a prehistoric In- 
dian was found in one of its chambers. 

In 1915, a farmer named Edwards, 
seeking to water his plow horse at a 
woodland spring, found it obstructed 
by a mass of peach stones and saw- 
dust. Two miles distant was a peach 
brandy distillery, with a sawmill close 
by. It seemed manifest that the ma- 
terial blocking the spring must have 
come. from the distillery and mill 
through an underground water course. 
Suspecting the existence of a cavern 
below, Edwards bought dynamite and 
undertook blasting and digging opera- 
tions, the result-of which was the dis- 
covery of Great Onyx Cave. 

The entrance is on a cliff 
Green River, and among the wonders 
of that cavern are the Sister Domes, 
the Leaning Tower of Pisa, the Cathe- 
dr«l Spires, the Totem Pole, the Gar- 
den of the Gods and the Echo Cham- 
ber, 200 feet long, fifty feet wide and 
twenty feet. high, with an arched ceil- 
ing of white gypsum. On a bed of 
antédeluvian.sea sand sprawls a mon- 
Strous “petrified dinosaur’’ oo 
in limestone. 

As an additional and unique attrac- 
the Great Onyx Cave offers to 
tourists, the opportunity of an under- 
ground river trip. Through its subter- 
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Wonderful 
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ranean hollows runs a 
sizable stream called the 
Lucikovah, which drops 
seventy-five feet with a 
series of five falls. The 
adventurous tourist em- 
barks in a boat below the 
last of the falls, 360 feet 
beneath the surface of the 
earth, and is carried by 
the current a distance of 
Several miles to Gore’s 
Landing, the terminus.

The Great Crystal Cave is remark- 
able for its; curious counterfeits of ani- 
mal and plant forms. Bright with 
many vivid colors are fishes and corals, 
lilies and chrysanthemums, sunflowers 
and daisies; and odd looking cacti. 
There are whole parterres of roses and 
other flowers daintily carved. Amid 
imitation seaweeds is Neptune’s 
Throne, and there are even sculptured

Both 
have telephone systems, recently in- 
stalled, so that communication may be 
had with all parts of them that are 
reached by tourists, a check being kept 
at the offices on all guides and parties, 
whereby it is rendered impossible for 
any visitor to get lost. 

The Mammoth Cave 
is said to have been 
sold in 1811 for $40. 
It first became widely 
known through mining 
operations conducted 
here by the govern- 
ment in 1812 and 
1814, the period of the 
war with England, to 
obtain saltpeter for the 
manufacture of gun- 
“owder. 

The cavern had been 
round to contain large 
jeposits of nitrous ma- 
erial, due to the pres- 
once of bats through 
long ages, and from it

“Consider the lilies 
of the field, how 
they grow; they toil 
not, neither do they 
spin; and yet I say 
unto you that even 
Solomon in all his 
glory was not ar- 
rayed like one of 
these. Wherefore if 
God so clothe the 
grass of the field.”’ 
St. Paul seems 
back of nature, the God of nature. 
“For the invisible things of Him from 
the creation of the world are 
clearly seen, being understood by the 
things that are made, even His eternal 
power and Godhead; so that they are 
without excuse.”’

The ancient Psalmist saw in nature 
the manifestations of God. 


“The heavens declare the glory of God, 
The earth showeth forth His handiwork. 
Day unto day welleth forth speech, 

Night unto night breatheth out knowledge. 
There is no speech and there are no words 


But their voice reverberates through the 
earth.”’ 


The poet in lines which are familiar 


gives interpretation of the language 
of the Psalmist. 


‘The spacious firmament on high, 
With all the blue ethereal sky, 

And spangled heavens a shining frame, 
Their great origina! proclaim; 

Th’ unwearied sun, from day to day 
Doth his Creator’s power display 

And publishes ta every land 


The work of an almighty hand.” 


The nature parables ot Jesus give 
evidence of the fact that he saw the 
spiritual mirrored in the eternal, and 
the laws of nature reaching into the 
spiritual realm. 

Plato interpreted the world and 
especially its beauty as the manifesta- 
tion of divine ideas. Aristotle viewed 
the world as the realization of divine 
ideas, that without material embodi- 
ment would have been abstract and 
incomplete. The conception of Plato 
led to the transcendent idea of God, 
while that of Aristotle. led to the idea 
of divine immanence. 

The early church fathers looked 
through nature and above nature to 
God. St. Cyril says, “the wider our 
contemplation of creation, the grander 
is Our conception of God.” 

St. Hilary asks, ‘‘who can look on 
nature and not see God?” 

St. Augustine writes: “Every aspect 
and process of nature proclaims its 
creator; with diverse moods and 


changes like a variety of tongues.” 

We find the same continuity of 
thought in the later history of the 
church. In the 18th century, William 
Law writes: “Look at all nature; 
through all its height and depth, in 
all its variety of working powers, it 
is what it is for this only end, that 
the hidden riches, the invisible pow- 
ers, blessings, glory and love of the 
unsearchable God, may become visi- 
ble, sensible, and manifest in it and 
by it.” 

It was an 
Christian 


injurious perversion of 
thought which turned the 
world and nature over to the powers 
of darkness, and which made nature a 
rival of God. 

Dr. R. W. Dale writes: ‘‘Those 
who fail to find God in the material 
creation and who think of Him as ac- 
tive only in the spiritual world, will 
not be likely to find Him in their com- 
mon life, in which they are constantly 
dealing with material things. They 
will cultivate an artificial and perni- 
cious form of spirituality.. They will 
think of religion as consisting exclu- 
Sively in prayer and worship and med- 
itation on things unseen. Commerce 
and the pursuits of industry will be 
withdrawn from God’s contract. 

Their morals will not be Christian 
morals. If the husbandman is to make 
his ploughing and sowing and reaping 
part of the service which he renders 
to God, he must find God in the ma- 


terial world; he cannot work with 
God in his husbandry unless he sees 
God is working with him in the life of 
the seed and in the gracious powers of 
the soil, of the sun’s heat and of the 
rain. Let us not, therefore, depreciate 
the worth of that knowledge of God 
which is given to us through the visi- 
ble and materia! creation, even though 
there be other and higher forms of 
divine activity through which God re- 
veals Himself more perfectly to 
rational and spiritual beings.”’ 

But after all, it is only the person 
who has God within that can clearly 
see God without. The renewed soul 
with spiritual vision can see God 
everywhere. 

‘Blessed are the pure in heart for 
they shall see God.”’ There is no sat- 
isfying vision of God for the impure 
soul. The atheistic lovers of nature 
may use expressions which identify 
God with a vague, impersonal sub- 
Stance, but only spiritual faith finds 
in nature the footprints of a personal 
God. 


“Never till His love hath found thee,

“When I found Him in my bosom, 
Then | found Him evervwhere, 
In the bud and in, the blossom, 
In the earth and in the air.’’

ed to prove that she had plotted Kin- 
kead’s murder months before she 
killed him. It placed in exhibit dam- 
aging letters written by the accused 
woman. 


In one of these dated May, 1920, 
she wrote to Kinkead: ‘Ellis, I want 
you to know that you have been lo- 
cated and your days are now num- 
bered.”’ | 

In letters written to others she 
threatened to kill her former lover. 
“He cantt get away from me now,” 
she wrote. 


In October, 1918, after Kinkead’s 
love for her had cooled and he had 
returned to Marie Gormley, she 
threatened to sue him for breach of 
promise. She wrote him about three 
months before she killed him, asking 


for $5,000 alimony. In another let- 
ter, written March 29, 1921, about 
four months before she shot him, she 
wrote Kinkead: ‘Several lawyers say 
they know that | will shoot you.”’ 

The state also tried to show that 
she made claim for $10,000 alimony 
on the other woman, ‘the former 
Marie Gormley, who had become the 
legal Mrs. Kinkead. 


Sought Her Good Name. 

Olivia Stone denied that it was Kin- 
kead’s money she wanted more than 
his name. She sobbingly repeated 
that she wanted nothing from him but 
the restoration of her good name. She 
tried to sue him for divorce. By a 
divorce she hoped for legal recog- 
nition as his wife. “Il am his wife,” 
She said over and over again. If she 
made demands for money, she said, it 
was because Kinkead, by his com- 
plaints to the hospital where she was 
employed, had robbed her of the 
fruits of years of study and hard work. 
Her name stricken trom the hog pital’s 
list of nurses; she could not pbaain 


employment as a nurse anywhere in 
the state of Ohio.

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Color Instructions 


This is a poster, pure and simple, and it would 
be sufficient to cover the entire picture with one 
single color, as yellow or orange or light blue 
or light green. Especially tight green, as the 
moonlight in Greece is apt to do strange tricks 
to such piles of rocks and often bathes the land- 
scape in a sea of luminous green which gives the 
tourist the impression of being at the bottom of 
the Ocean. 

But if you prefer a more complicated form 
of illumination (1 am using the word in the 
mediaeval sense and not in the modern one which 
makes one think of gas or electricity and not of 
a highly colored or ‘‘illuminated’’ manuscript, ) 
then I¢would advise you to paint the sky light 
blue and the rocks and buildings orange. 

Of course in a composition of this sort both 
black and white become ‘“‘colors.”’ 

The familiar combination of black and white 
is forever before our eyes in books and adver- 
tisements and time tables and folders. Until we 
forget that every piece of printing is really a 
picture composed of two elementary colors, called 
black and white. | 

But a picture like this where the black masses 
play a highly important part suddenly makes us 
realize how important it is to treat our black and 
our white masses with decent artistic respect. 

I shall use the heavy black shadows which 
appear here for the first time in many of my 
other pictures and you will notice that they are 
exceedingly effective. 


ND now for a short while at least, 
-we Shall bid farewell to the ancient 
world of Asia and Africa and go 
back to the continent of our own 
ancestors. 

On a barren and rocky penin- 
sula there stood a town and the name of 
that town was Athens. 


It was a small town. It was no larger 
than a dozen New York City blocks. Its 
population could have been taken care of 
by a single one of the large modern office 
buildings. But that little town and that 
handful of men did more to advance the 
science and the art and the political con- 
sciousness of the human race in general than 
any other spot of which we have any 
knowledge. 


And high above this city, defending it 
against all enemies and proclaiming its 


glories to the Gods, stood the famous group 
of buildings known as the Acropolis, or as 
we would say, “‘high-town.”’ 

[et me warn you at once that this picture 
of the Acropolis is not correct., But the 
world is so full of photographs and draw- 
ings and etchings and mezzotints of this 
famous monument to the genius of the an- 
cient Greeks that it would serve no special 
purpose if I tried to repeat what all the good 
painters and photographers and etchers of 
the last two thousand years have done with 
so much greater virtuosity. 


Rather, | would attempt to give you a 
picture that shall represent my “‘idea”’ of the 
Acropolis, and here it is—a small group of 


perfectly conceived temples and buildings— 


piled high upon a steep hill that is at once 
fortress and a shrine—something rugged yet 
beautiful—the proud heart of a brave and 
brilliant nation, 


As for the history of the Acropolis, it 
goes back into the legendiary past of the 
Greeks, it plays an important role during 
the golden years: of the Hellenic leadership 
and stretches in isolated glory throughout 
the long and dreary centuries that followed 
upon the downfall of Greek independence. 
Until the chance shot of a Venetian galley 
fired the kegs of powder which the Turkish 
conquerors had stowed away in the most 
important of the temples and caused an ex- 
plosion that did more damage than twenty 
centuries of decay. 

A fascinating story much too important to 
be handled in the few words that I am al- 
lowed to add to my pictures. And so I shall 
only give you an appetite for more. 

Undoubtedly there is a public library 
somewhere in your neighborhood, and you 
might do ‘worse than spend a few winter 
evenings reading up about this holy site of 
man’s first spiritual Declaration of Inde- 
pendence.
